A Salute to Alberta’s American-Born Pioneer Citizens 


New towns arc springing up where railway lines have scored the prairie and parkland, 
beyond them new furrows are to be ploughed, and here are the pioneers who will turn them deep 
and straight. 

They are Americans, mostly from the midwest states, farm people wise enough in the 
ways of pioneering to temper enthusiasm with caution. When Canadian land agents visited them 
at their established communities in the States they elected to send representatives north to see if 
die promoters’ promises of “free land” were accurate and practical. 

Now, encouraged by reports, they strike out confidently — sometimes a few families 
together, often an entire community—loading cherished family possessions in covered wagons, 
hitching patient milk cows to the tail gate, and proudly tucking into the whip socket the staff from 
which flutters the Stars and Stripes. 

The firm which pioneered Alberta at about the same era — 1892 — proudly salutes the 
American “covered wagon” pioneers for their faith in the province they helped make great.
